Happy customers who heap praise 
on your cafe are usually good for 
business. 

But for a popular cafe in Surbiton 
it seems the feedback has been a lit¬ 
tle too good. 

Pickled Pantry, in Central Parade 
off St Mark’s Hill, has been accused 
by customer review website Trip 
Advisor of forging its own reviews - 
based on an “extremely atypical and 
suspicious pattern of content”. 

Having once occupied second 
place in Trip Advisor’s list of 69 
restaurants and cafes in the town, 
the business, opened in June 2012, 
has now plummeted to 55th place. 

Baffled owners George Setchell 


at Trip Advisor claim they ‘forged’ customer feedback

and Joanna Venn deny Trip Advi¬ 
sor’s claims, and have demanded an 
explanation. 

Mr Setchell, 29, said: “Being de¬ 
moted to the bottom of the pile 
seems very unjust and we would 
like to know the reason why this has 
happened. 

“In the past some of our cus¬ 
tomers have come to the Pickled 
Pantry because of its high ranking 
on Trip Advisor and told us as 
much.” 

Since opening in June 2012, Pick- 
led Pantry has proved a big hit in 


Surbiton, with loyal customers in¬ 
cluding Kingston Council leader Liz 
Green and Kingston-based Celtic 
punk band the Lagan. 

Mr Setchell said: “We have 
worked very hard over the past 16 
months and this has clearly been 
appreciated by customers who have 
left some fantastic reviews for us on 
Trip Advisor. 

“We believe that ensuring each in¬ 
dividual has an enjoyable experi¬ 
ence is key to our success, so we 
take all feedback very seriously. 

“However, the drop from second to 
55th in the Trip Advisor ranking has 
had an unfairly negative impact on 
our business.” 


Mr Setchell said the alarm may 
have been mistakenly activated by 
customers using the cafe’s free wi-fi, 
leading to multiple reviews from the 
same internet address. 

But emails from Trip Advisor said 
the company could not divulge the 
content of the suspicious reviews 
because of its privacy policies. 

But they were said to be from mul¬ 
tiple accounts active from early July 
until the last few weeks and 
suggested staff or internet market¬ 
ing consultants. 

Trip Advisor spokesman James 
Kay said: “We are extremely vigi¬ 
lant in our efforts to maintain the 
integrity of the reviews on our site. 


“In the case of Pickled Pantry, our 
team found evidence that a number 
of reviews posted to its listing failed 
to meet our guidelines. 

“Those reviews were removed 
from the site and we issued a warn¬ 
ing notice to the owners prior to 
penalties being applied. 

“We are always open to dialogue 
with business owners and would 
welcome the opportunity to assist 
the owners of Pickled Pantry to 
avoid similar issues in the future.” 

Of the Pickled Pantry’s 45 Trip 
Advisor reviews online this week, 37 
people rated the cafe excellent, 
three very good and five rated it 
average.

It was just like old times, except with a 
new name and an all new look. 

Pryzm nightclub opened its doors 
for the first time on Friday, welcom¬ 
ing 2,000 revellers to a ticket-only 
event to celebrate the venue’s £lm 
transformation from Oceana. 

The opening of Pryzm marks a new 
era for the controversial venue, which 
last year had its licence temporarily 
revoked following the murder of 
20-year-old Jamie Sanderson. 

Among the guests were Kingston 
Grove ward Councillor Chris sie 
Hitchcock, who said: “It was a good 
night, although I thought we were just 
being shown around, so I wasn’t real¬ 
ly dressed for the occasion and left at 
10.30pm. 

“But it looked very good. Everyone 
seemed to be on the ball, especially se¬ 
curity. We’ll have to go back and try it 
out again soon.” 

Pryzm manager Dan Corry said: 
“The weekend was a total sell-out and 
huge success. 

“Customer feedback was really posi¬ 
tive, especially on our luxury booths 
with table service, plus the new Curve 
bar and over-21s dance room and the 
ladies-only pamper room were all big 
hits.” 

Friday’s opening night saw guests 
welcomed by Transformer-like giant 
robots, who patrolled Clarence Street 
as clubbers queued to get in. 

Inside, DJ Neil Fox and Geordie 
Shore’s Joel Corry entertained the 
crowds, while on Saturday it was the 
turn of 80s TV presenter and Smooth 
radio DJ Pat Sharp and Made in 
Chelsea’s Ollie Locke.

A great atmosphere

Woody’s won best behind 
the bar, another prize voted 
by readers, and both venues 
were among those presented 
with plaques from Kings- 
tonFirst at the Hippodrome 
last Tuesday. 

Dave Nesbitt, 30, the man¬ 
ager of O’Neill’s, said: “It 
was brilliant. We worked re¬ 
ally hard. 

“We just want to be a good 
all-round experience.” 

Ian Hamilton, manager of 
the Hippodrome, said: “It’s 
the third year in a row, but 
the first time overall award. 
I’m really proud of it.” 

KingstonFirst chief execu¬ 
tive Ros Morgan praised at¬ 
tendees, including bar staff 
and bouncers. 

She said: “You get an 
awful lot of stick but not a 
lot of applause.” 


She also kicked-off the 
town centre management 
firm’s bid to win another 
four-year contract from vot¬ 
ing businesses asking pubs 
and clubs to vote yes next 
year. 

The drop in crime, as a re¬ 
sult of partnership working, 
was a theme of the evening. 
Kingston is now the “safest” 
borough with the lowest 
crime levels.

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A&E targets missed 
17 weeks over year 


Patients “waited too long to be 
seen” at Kingston Hospital ac¬ 
cident and emergency (A&E) 
for 17 weeks in the past year. 

The hospital reported on a 
Government target which 
means 95 per cent of patients 
should be admitted, trans¬ 
ferred, or discharged within 
four hours. 

It missed the target, part of 
the NHS Constitution, in 17 
weeks out of 50. 

London Assembly member 
and health committee chair¬ 
man Dr Onkar Sahota said: 
“As winter sets in, with in¬ 
creased costs for heating, we 
believe emergency health ser¬ 
vices will struggle even more 
and patients in need of urgent 
or emergency care will not be 
seen quickly enough. 

“In the longer term, we also 
need a much clearer global

pital said: “We are very proud of 
the results highlighted in the 
London Assembly report, pub¬ 
lished this week.

NHS England said earlier 
this year the maximum four- 
hour waiting time remained 
a key NHS commitment 
enshrined in the NHS 
Constitution. 

Its support plan, published in 
March, said: “Long waiting 
times in A&E - often experi¬ 
enced by those awaiting admis¬ 
sion and hence ill patients - 
not only deliver poor quality in 
terms of patient experience, 
they also compromise patient 
safety and reduce clinical 
effectiveness.”

Man attacked by knife-wielding trio 


A man was stabbed in the 
back on his way to the shops, 
by a silent assailant. 

The 28-year-old was at¬ 
tacked in Washington Road, 
in the Cambridge Road estate, 
after three men - two with 
their faces covered - ap¬ 
proached him. 

One of them stabbed him 
once in the back, police said. 

The trio said nothing to the 


victim, and left in the direc¬ 
tion of Tadlow House. 

The attack took place at 
10pm on Monday, October 21. 

The first man was described 
as black, wearing a black 
puffa jacket, dark tracksuit 
top and trousers, with a white 
scarf across his face. 

The second was also de¬ 
scribed as black, and as wear¬ 
ing dark clothes, with a black 


scarf covering his face. 

The third, a mixed-race 
man, was dressed in a similar 
way, but his face was not 
covered. 

All are thought to be be¬ 
tween 18 and 28 years old.

Turtle and cat 
survive blaze 

A turtle and a cat survived a flat fire in 
Tolworth. 

Firefighters from New Malden and 
Surbiton were called to a block of flats 
in Tolworth Rise South on the after¬ 
noon of Tuesday, November 12, to re¬ 
ports of smoke emitting from a top 
floor studio flat.

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‘It would give justice to Surjit’

A woman who broke the 
silence on an “honour” killing 
that ripped apart her family- 
life has been nominated in 
the Cosmopolitan ultimate 
women of the year awards. 

Sarbjit Athwal, 42, who lives 
in the Kingston area, has been 
nominated in the women’s 
warrior award category for 
her role in jailing the culprits 
who arranged the murder of 
her sister-in-law Surjit, who 
was deemed “too western” by 
her in-laws. 

The mother-of-four also be¬ 
came the first person within 
an honour killing trial to give 
up her anonymity and give ev¬ 
idence in an open court, 
which resulted in her mother- 
in-law Bachan Athwal and 
brother-in-law Sukhdave Ath¬ 
wal being jailed for life. 

She said: “It is such a sensi¬ 
tive issue -1 can’t say winning 
would mean everything to me, 
but it would give justice to 
Surjit and for other people in 
her position. 

“It is not that I deserve the 
award, but it is the issue 
that deserves recognition. 

“It is hard to explain how I 
feel. 

“I am really pleased to be 
able to bring up what some 
women go through and share 
my experiences.

“Hopefully people can learn 
and break the cycle.” 

Ms Athwal, who is now di¬ 
vorced, said her strength 
came from her parents and 
Detective Chief Inspector 
Clive Driscoll, who supported 
her through the ordeal that 
also led to her getting a stress- 
induced stomach ulcer. 

She said: “I was so close to a 
nervous breakdown. 

“People used to say if you 
leave your husband who is 
going to look after you? Your 
kids are not going to turn out 
well. 

“People who care should be 
rewarded - they make the 
difference. 

“They gave me the strength 
and courage. 

“That means more to me 
than any award. 


“There must be so many 
other people that are deserv¬ 
ing of this award.” 

D Chief Insp Driscoll, who 
convicted the Stephen 
Lawrence killers, said: “The 
murder of Surjit Athwal 
would have remained 
unsolved, but for Sarbjit’s 
bravery. 

“She sacrificed her mar¬ 
riage and financial security to 
follow her principles. 

“Threats to harm her and 
actual violence used did 
not deter her from giving 
evidence. 

“It is a quite remarkable 
story, but her courage and de¬ 
termination has helped other 
witnesses to come forward 
and allowed other victims to 
get justice.” 

Ms Athwal, who works as an 
English tutor for Learn En¬ 
glish and volunteers at the 
Metropolitan Police Football 
Club in East Molesey, said she 
was optimistic about the fu¬ 
ture and wanted to focus on 
her children. 

She said: “My kids mean 
every to me. Everything I do is 
for them. 

“I am also working on set¬ 
ting up my own charity for 
victims of abuse to help 
them with counselling and 
advice.”

Charged 
with rape 
of 0AP 

A man has appeared in 
court charged with the 
rape and attempted 
murder of a pensioner in 
Chessington.

The victim suffered frac¬ 
tures to her spine, hip and 
jawbone, Miss Milsom said. 

Mr Richards, wearing a 
blue jumper, spoke only to 
confirm his name. He was 
remanded in custody and 
will appear again on Febru¬ 
ary 7, 2014, for a plea 
hearing.

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New homes plan 


for green ‘oasis’ 


A New Malden green space 
could be scrapped in favour of 
two new homes. 

Kingston Council will have to 
decide whether to approve an 
application to build two three- 
bedroom semi-detached homes 
in an abandoned playground in 
Fairmead Close. 

But Elm Road resident 
Michele Gibson, 55, who ob¬ 
jected to the planning applica¬ 
tion, has argued the borough is 
losing its green spaces in 
favour of more developments. 

She said: “There is nothing 
else around here. My partner 
grew up going to the play¬ 
ground, his sister used to play 
there. It is such a shame. It is a 
little oasis.” 

Kingston Council stopped 
spending money on the green 
space nearly 10 years ago and it

has not been a playground for 
more than 25 years. 

The land - sold on by the 
council through an auction in 
August - has had a planning 
application submitted by near¬ 
by Blakes Lane resident Mr 
Thayaparan, according to the 
council’s planning website. 

Miss Gibson said: “It is the 
only green space in reasonable 
proximity to many families 
who have small children. 

“The area is crowded enough 
as it is and there is also, at pre¬ 
sent, the inconvenience of the 
reconstruction of Christ 
Church Primary School.” 

The application has just had 
its consultation process come 
to a close and is now expected 


to be examined by a planning 
officer - although objections 
will be recorded until decision 
day on December 11. 

The council said no objec¬ 
tions had been received to date. 

Earlier this week, the 
London Assembly revealed the 
mayoral strategy for biodiver¬ 
sity, that protects green spaces 
and wildlife, has not been 
updated for more than a 
decade. 

A Kingston Council 
spokesman said: “The last use 
as a children’s playground 
ceased about 30 years ago. 

“A decision to dispose of the 
land was taken to address the 
management issues with com¬ 
plaints from neighbours about 
youths loitering on the site cre¬ 
ating a nuisance, and antiso¬ 
cial behaviour.”

At that time, Boswell had 
started working on his new 
victim in Surbiton, but was 
arrested after an activation 
on an automatic numberplate 
reader. 


At Kingston Crown Court 
on Thursday, November 7, 
Judge Fergus Mitchell de¬ 
scribed Boswell’s crimes as 
“vile... selecting victims who 
were completely vulnerable”. 

He was sentenced to 21 
months and 18 months in 
prison, to run concurrently.

I am not in any way surprised 
that there have been accidents 
in Tolworth Broadway. This is 
the result of the local authori¬ 
ty’s decision to open up the 
Broadway as a free for all 
where moving traffic and 
pedestrians mix. 

How long will it be before 
someone is killed? A child per¬ 
haps who drops its ball and 
chases it into the path of a car, 


or the commuter in a hurry 
because he or she is late for 
the train and takes a run 
across the roundabout, cross¬ 
ing just as the lights change to 
green for vehicles in the rush 
hour. Maybe, as I witnessed 
the other day, a cyclist who 
rode across the same cross¬ 
ing, dodging the traffic as he 
did so, even though the lights 
for the pedestrian crossing 
were red. 

This was an ill-thought-out 
project, the main object of 
which appears to be the dis¬ 
ruption of traffic on a major 
feeder road into Kingston. 

The money spent on the pro¬ 
ject with its multi-coloured 
pavement could have been 
better spent on repairing pot¬ 
holes, which might have re¬ 
duced accidents instead of 
increasing them. 

All in all this project has 
been a massive waste of 
money by the highest rated 
council in Greater London 
and appears to have been in¬ 
stigated with the sole objec¬ 
tive of traffic disruption.

House hunter 
numbers soar 

Couples lead the sales 


October saw a big rise in 
the number of people 
looking to buy a home. 

That’s according to the 
National Association of 
Estate Agents (NAEA) 
which has just issued its 
report for the month 
showing that there was a 
25 per cent increase in the 
number of househunters 
looking to buy. 

The report also shows 
that couples bought nine 
out of 10 properties sold 
with only six per cent 
being sold to individuals. 

Jan Hytch, NAEA 
president, said: “The 
overall housing market is 
showing marked signs of 
improvement compared to 
previous years and sales 
have remained strong in 
October. Competitive 
mortgages have played an 
important part in the 
recovery but I will watch 
the first time buyer 
numbers with 
considerable interest in

the coming months to see 
if the decline reported by 
our members is addressed 
by the take up of Help to 
Buy. 

“The significant number 
of house hunters entering 
the market in October 
actively looking for 
property means there is a 
lot more competition 
across the board, 
especially for the best 
properties. 

“The drop in supply of 
properties will only 
exaggerate competition 
further so for the best 
chance to secure the home 
you want buyers should 
have all their paperwork 
in order. 

“This will show agents 
that you are a serious 
buyer and should speed 
up the overall process.” 

Despite this influx of 
house hunters, first time 


buyer (FTB) figures 
dropped, from 25 per cent 
in September to 24 per 
cent in October, making 
this the second month in a 
row in which agents saw 
fewer FTBs. 

There was also a sharp 
drop in properties 
available for sale this 
month, falling from an 
average of 57 per branch 
in September to an 
average of 53 per branch 
in October - a drop of 
seven per cent. 

Sales remained strong 
with NAEA member 
agents reporting an 
increase in completions, 
up from an average of 
nine per branch in 
September to 10 in 
October. The most 
popular group purchasing 
property in October was 
the 31 to 40 year olds. 

They led the way making 
up 43 per cent of home 
buyers, followed closely 
by 41 to 55 year olds.

The use of speed cameras is 
supported by the majority of 
the motoring public, according 
to the latest research by road 
safety charity, the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists (1AM).
